Three referendum questions, 
including one on urban crisis in 
the United States, will be on the 
Choice '68 ballot Wednesday April 
24 when CSF students vote in the 
first nationwide collegiate 
presidential primary. . 

The ballot will also list 13 
candidates for the presidency. 

A student board of directors 
selected the three referendum 
questions. Richard Scammon, 
director of the Elections Research 
Center, and Dr. Howard 
Penniman, political science 
professor at Georgetown 
University, assisted the board in 
wording the questions to achicve 
maximum clarity. 

The three questions are: 

1. What course of military 
action should the United States 
pursue in Vietnam? 

2. What course of action should 
the United States pursue in

A.S. Forum Flops 


No Audience; New Quad Policy Blamed 


ACSF Student Forum scheduled 
for April 3 was postponed 
indefinitely amid charges that 
new Campus policies on use of the 
quad—violate free speech. 

The subject of the forum was to 
be a proposed student bill of rights 
for CSF. Scheduled for noon on the 
east side of the College Commons, 
the assembly was called off at 
12:10 p.m. At that time only five 
people were on the lawn in front of 
the speaker’s platform. 

Associated Students Vice 
President Milt French, who was 
to speak at the forum, saw only 
one reason for the almost total 
lack of student response: 

‘In the past the Student Forum 
Commission has attracted 350 to 
500 students to forums dealing 
with issues affecting students. But 


present policy making the quad off- 


limits is impractical. It amounts 
to de facto censorship by putting 
us in areas where we cannot 
attract an audience.”’ 

The current policy restricts use 


of the quad to activities sponsored 
by the college as a whole. Tables 
and exhibits are excepted. 

French argues that the term 
“the college as a whole’”’ has not 
been clearly defined: 

“‘The Forum Commission is a 
functionary of the AS and is 
financed by the AS. I don’t know 
how much more of an all-campus 
function there can be than an 
information forum for all 
students, sponsored by a branch of 
the AS,” he said. 

The proposed student bill of 
rights includes procedural 
guarantees concerning situations 
which might occur in the 
classroom. It would also establish 
a CSF ombudsman to investigate 
student complaints. 

French says he plans to press 
for a clarification of what 
constitutes an all-campus activity 
and revision of present policy to 
permit events, such as student 
forums, access to traveled areas 
of the campus.

“Our Moses is dead. But where 
is our Joshua?"’ asked the Rev. 
James D. Carrington of the 
Friendship Baptist Church in 
Fullerton. 

The Rev. Carrington was one of 
four to speak in memory of the 
Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King in all- 
campus convocation held the 
Friday before Easter vacation.

Galbraith Says U.S. Military 
Can't Take Viet Countryside 


It was 80 minutes after President 
Johnson had made his earth- 
shaking announcement that he 
would withdraw from the 
presidential race and _ begin 
deescalation in Vietnam, and John 
Kenneth Galbraith found himself 
in a rare situation--for him. He 
was at a loss for words. 

The towering (6-8) economist 
entertained a CSF audience of 
2,000 that fateful night with witty 
gibes at the Johnson 
administration and its foreign 


policy. But he said he would need 
more time to think before 
commenting on the President’s 
speech. 

This he did say about U.S. policy 
in Vietnam: ‘Given the 
ultimate prospect that we will 
have to get out, it is best to 
negotiate now and get a bad 
bargain.”’ 

Galbraith said that the U.S. 
would never be able to drive the 
Viet Cong from the countryside

New Senate Representation Ok’d

The AS Senate Tuesday 
approved a constitutional 
amendment to revamp its existing 
representation system. 

This new amendment, if passed 
by a two-thirds vote of the student 
body in a_ special election 
Wednesday would replace another 
amendment that was approved 
only last June. This latter 
amendment has never been used 
in an AS election. 

Under the new system, the 
senate would be enlarged to 20 


members (18 voting) in the 
following manner: 

--three representatives each 
from the four undergraduate 
classes and two _ graduate 
represen tatives. 

--the AS treasurer and 
secretary. 


--a representative from the dean 
of students office and a faculty 
member . 


--AS president and vice 
president, both non-voting 
members. However, the vice 


president will vote in case of ties. 
The amendment approved last 


June provided for election of 
representatives from academic 
areas based on 1,000 students per 
area. The system was aimed at 
switching emphasis from class to 
academic inter ests. 

The new system will also give 
non-voting membership to a 
represen tative from the following 
councils: Inter Fraternity, 
Panhellenic, Residence Hall, 
Inter Religious, Service, 
Professional, Special Interest and 
Social-Political. Also included in 
this catagory will be the AS 
Adminis trator.

Why should we do it in Asia?”’ 

Galbraith said that American 
policy is based on the conviction 
that the enemy effort is directed 
from Moscow and Peking, but that 
we have found that the initiative 
lies with the Vietnamese 
themselves. 

Another incorrect assumption 
on the part of the administration, 
he said, was that the Vietnamese 
people would rally to the 
leadership of the anti-Communists.

too long we have chosen to be 
satisfied,’’ he said. 

Echoing Dr. King, he said, ‘‘We 
should be willing to die for 
something, we should be willing to 
die for some great cause.” He 
added that we can’t do anything on 
foreign soil until we have solved 
our own problems. 

Dr. Langsdorf compared Dr. 
King’s assassination to that of 
President John F. Kennedy. He 
said, ‘“‘Like Nov. 22, 1963, April 4, 
1968 will live as a day of infamy.”’ 
He said both men were great 
Americans, whether or not we 
agreed with them. 

Referring to Dr. King, he said, 
“In him, each of us here, each 
American, has lost a brother.’”’ 

Rodgers said, ‘‘It’s not the 
particular person, the assassin, 
who is responsible for the death of 


Martin Luther King. It is the 
American society.’’ As long as we 
permit discrimination, we are as 
guilty as the man who pulled the 
trigger, he explained. 

The Rev. Cohen led the as- 
semblage in prayer.

WAS KEATS THE BOB DYLAN 
OF HIS DAY? 

Who was the greatest of the English Romantic Poets— 
Byron, Shelley or Keats? This question has given rise to 
many lively campus discussions and not a few stabbings. 
Let us today try to find an answer. 

First, Keats (or The Louisville Slugger, as he is com- 
monly called.) Keats’ talent bloomed early. While still a 
schoolboy at St. Swithin’s he wrote his epic lines: 

If lam good! get anapple, 

So I don’t whistle in the chapel. 

From this distinguished beginning he went on to write 
another 40 million poems, an achievement all the more re- 
markable when you consider that he was only five feet 
tall! I mention this fact only to show that physical prob- 
lems never keep the true artist from creating. Byron, for 
example, was lame. Shelley suffered from prickly heat all 
winter long. Nonetheless, these three titans of literature 
never stopped writing poetry for one day. 

Nor did they neglect their personal lives. Byron, a devil 
with the ladies, was expelled from Oxford for dipping 
Nell Gwynne'’s pigtails in an inkwell. (This later became 
known as Guy Fawkes Day.) He left England to fight in 
the Greek. war of independence. He fought bravely and 
well, but women were never far from his mind, as evi- 
denced by these immortal lines: 

How splendid it is to fight for the Greek, 

ae I don’t enjoy it half as much as dancing cheek to 
cheek. 

While Byron fought in Greece, Shelley stayed in Eng- 
land, where he became razor sharpener to the Duke of 
Gloucester. Shelley was happy in his work, as we know 
from his classic poem, Hail to thee, blithe strop, but no 
matter how he tried he was never able to get a proper edge 
on the Duke’s razor, and he was soon banished to 
Coventry. (This later became known as The Industrial 
Revolution. ) 

One wonders how Shelley’s life—and the course of Eng- 
lish poetry—would have differed if Personna Super Stain- 
less Steel Blades had been invented 200 years earlier. For 
Personna is a blade that needs no stropping, honing or 
whetting. It’s sharp when you get it, and sharp it stays 
through shave after luxury shave. Here truly is a blade 
fit for a Duke or a freshman. Moreover, this Personna, 
this jewel of the blade-makey’s art, this boon to the cheek 
and bounty to the dewlap, comes to you both in double- 
edge style and Injector style. Get some now during “Be 
Kind to Your Kisser Week.” 

But I digress. Byron, I say, was in Greece and Shelley 
in England. Meanwhile Keats went to Rome to try to 
grow. Who does not remember his wistful lyric: 

Although I am only five feet high, 

Some day I will look in an elephant’s eye. | 

But Keats did not grow. His friends, Shelley and Byron, 
touched to the heart, rushed to Rome to stretch him. This 
too failed. Then Byron, ever the ladies man, took up with 
Lucrezia Borgia, Catherine of Aragon, and Annie Oakley. 
Shelley, a more domestic type, stayed home with his wife 
Mary and wrote his famous poem: 

I love to stay home with the missus and write, 

And hug her and kiss her and give her a bite. 


Mary Shelley finally got so tired of being bitten that 
she went into another room and wrote Frankenstein. 
Upon reading the manuscript, Shelley and Byron got so 
scared they immediately booked passage home to Eng- 
land. Keats tried to go too, but he was so small that the 
clerk at the steamship office couldn’t see him over the top 
of the counter. So Keats remained in Rome and died of 
shortness. 

Byron and Shelley cried a lot and then together com- 
posed this immortal epitaph: 

Good old Keats, he might have been short, 

But he was a great American and a heck of a good sport.
